T. W. Jones, Arts 'X», Immediately 
after graduation, accepted a commis- 
sion as T. M. C. A. captain. Af- 
ter a seasbn in camp ' at Valcartier, he 
was detailed for overseas work on 
Transport Conducting. Since last 
March lie liaH been In charge of tlie 
Returned Soldiers' work at the Dis- 
charge Depot, tjuebcc. 

The season in camp at Valcartier 
was spent with a number of Montreal 
battalions, one of which was the 
148th, so Intimately connected with 
McGill. Also While on. transport work 
he came in touch with many Univer- 
sity men who were in several of the 
University's Companies and the Medi- 
cal and Dental Corps. 

He relates that one of tho escitlng 
experiences was ' when on transport 
work, their n-ansport got in a, nest 
of submarines off the Irish Coast. 

On every side they saw vessels go- 
ing down, and did not know If they 
would by guod fortune escape. It was 
his good fortune to get through safe- 
ly. He was at a number of the Eng- 
lish camps in the Y. M. C. A. huts, 
but he was sent back to take up the 
special work he is now cnguged in. 

He has Just completed a survey ol 
all the Hospitals, Convalescent Homes, 
Sanatariums and TraJning Schools for 
returned soldiers in Canada for' t-ie 
Military Hospitals' Commission, which 
has charge of the returned soldiers. 

Veiy' "few 'people ■ in. .-.Canaida,. at 
present realize the great work that 
Is being done in Quebec. At least 96 
per cent, of the returned men -pass 
through the Discharge Depot there. 
While at the Discharge Depot Captain 
Jones was able to render service to 
many McGtll men who piassed through. 
The work in Quebec is most interest- 
ing. All returned men are kept tliere 
for about two weeksl. They come in 
batches of about two thbiisand. Im- 
mediately on arrival each man' Is medf- 
cally examined, and then Interviewed 
In relation to his future work or 
prospects. 

Captain Jones finds his specl.il 
•/phcre while at the Dist-luirKC Depot. 
In the "Information B«rc;ni of Future 
OpportunUles," especially in vocation- 
al training. ^ 
.' In the definite Ï.M,C. A. work car- 
ried on under his iéièuleraliip, an avei - 
age of about ' 20 prôgrammes per week 
are carried through, including tiieatre 
parties, concerts, uptown in the city' 
of Quebec, among different organiza- 
tloi\s, as I.O.D.E., Khaki Clubs, anil 
churches, also a good programme of 
moving pictures. Travelogues are giv- 
en in the Discharge Depot, wliere 
splendid quarters are set apart fur 
recreation. THe tour which Captain 
Jones hasfjust completed through, Can- 
ada was one of extreme interest. He 
sayg that the work of the' Hospitals' 
Commission has not yet been truly 
.ippreciated by the public because as 
yet the men have "ot returned as rap- 
idly as they will do in the near txi- 
ture. Howevei-, tlie number la grow- 
ing rapidly, tind the Hospitals' Com- 
mission has the care of the men while 
(hey are convalescent. 

In aUdtion to the military, there is 
also the medical sections of the worlc, 
which Includes sanatarlum for tuber- 
culosis cases,, asylums for nervous 
troubles, and special Orthopaedic ce)i- 
tre for ail amputation . cases, with a, 
iimb factory, attactied. • ^ 

A further, branchi of work Is voca- 
tlonial, this Including training dasàes 'In 
pracl-ically every convalescent home in 
the country, classes in thé technical 
schools in the large cities, in which 
Instruction is given to returned men 
along almost' eve'ry line 'of Industry, 
and classes are also given in' a num- 
ber of the professions. À prominent 
section is that ot the re-education 
course, for men who are so disabled 
that they cannot return to their for- 
mer employment. Such men are- giv- 
en* a definite course of training, and 
on completion a certificate is granted 
them. During the course pay and al- 
lowance la continued. 

-The result is that thousands of sol- 
diers are finding in the vocational 
work of the Military Hospitals' Com 
mission the very opportunity they 
have longed for, to receive technic ,! 
training which -will give them power 
for service. » 

Captain ^ones is quite enthusiastic 
about this ne<w venture on behalf oi 
our returned' men, especially as he has 
seen the value of. the work. 

ISspeclally does he commend th3 
value of meeting the men at the port, 
and helping them right at .the start 
He hopes that in the near future an 
opportunity will bé given to the stu 
dents of hearing, him lecture on this 
work; which ledture will also be, 11- 
lustr?ited, by '.laiitern- (glides,

TH£ VALUE OF DISCUSSION. 



ParticuTarly in tliis coinitiy, where mere talk is always con- 
trasted unfavorably witii action, is discussion rare. The only Avay 
we can justify our substitution of talking for acting is to talk badly. 
To put into talk the deliberate effort which action dciqands would 
, seem an in.suffcrablc pedantry. Talk is on'e of the few unspceial 
ized talents still left in A mechanical world. The plain man resents 
any invasion of this last preserve of freedom. He resents the de 
mand that skill and effort be put to work in raising talk into real 
discussion where points are met and formulations made. So con 
versation is left to grow wild as a common flower aiong the wayside 
of our personal contacts. 

Discussion should be one of the most important things in the 
world, for it is almost our only arena of thinking. It is here that al 
the jumble of ideas and impressions that we get from reading and 
watching are dramatically placed in conflict. Here only is there a 
gehuiuc challenge to put them in some kind of order. Without dis 
.cussioii intellectual experience is only an exercise in a private gym 
nasiuin. It has never been put to the test, never had to give an ac 
count of itself. It is some such motive that impels people to dis 
cussion; though they are too content with the joustine of paste- 
hoard knights. But good discussion is not only a conflict. It pro- 
gresses toward some common undei-standing. This does not mean 
that it must end in agreement. A discussion will have been adequate 
if it has done no more than set the problem in its significant terms 
or even defined the purpose that makes such a setting significant. 
You turn up things in your mind that Avould have remained buried 
without the incision of some new idea. The effort to say exactly 
what do you mean, sharpening your idea to the point that will drive 
home to. others, is in itself invigorating. A good discussion tones 
up: your mind, concentrates its loose particles, gives form and diree- 
tiou. When all .say exactly what they mean, then for the first time 
understanding— the goal of discussion— is possible.— "The New Re 
public."' 



EXPRESSION AND OUR NOTES. 




. The gift of expression, whether in speech or on paper, is admit- 
tedly one of the greatest assets any individual can possess. The man 
who displays an unstuL ed ease when speaking, or who can write with 
a directness that gives due weight to his words, has acquired one 
of the m.ost enviable of talents. At some time or other most of us 
have come into contact with men whose facility , of expression has 
•commanded our immediate and continuous admiration. It would be 
well for us if such admiration quickened us to an effort in the same 
direction. For if we are to attain any degree of proficiency as 
speakers and writers, it will be necessary for us to pass through the 
period, of discipline and practice that has mad« others worthy sub- 
jects, as models. There is no doubt that if we were to learn the 
secret of this attainment, we would find that it was in large part at 
least, just work. A person may possess some degree of, inherent 
ability,, but' unless this is fostered well and cultivated assiduously, it 
is in danger of beooming weaker instead of .stronger. Those who 
have the one talent ihust not be guilty, of burying it; they must 
use it, else they can never hope to reach the standard of e-xçellence 
which they have set for themselves. 

College years are in some respects pretty lean ones. All of our 
reading is limited to special fields, and most of it comes within 
the nàrrow confines of a "course." But in one thing there is am- 
ple opportunity for development and cultivation. This is in the 
matter of expression. There is almost unlimited opportunity for 
care and practice in this art. This is particularly so in the case of 
written expression. Notes on lectures, ab^raets, not to mention 
e^say writing, ought all to be made to serve the verj- useful purpose 
•p^!^^ jn composition. But how often is this really the 

^ctt Lecture notes are often taken only with a view to impress- 
ing the lecturer that you arc not loafing in elasl Some students 
even attempt to make themselves appear diligent to_the extreme; and 
certainly a very large number of students take notes without any 
care for the manner of their expression or any tjiought regarding 
their fiiture use. The result is often slovenly and unworkmanlike. 
■Arid yet this is the only training that many of us are receiving in 
the art of expressing our thoughts on ipaper. Instead of being à 
bore, note taking might be made to serve a most valuable ei)d. Triie, 
notes, are an end in themselves. The matter therein contained is 
'^%sàary to our .work, but even this matter might be considerably 
''erifiapced if we gave more thought to the manner of expressing it. 
But^apart from the better quality of the work for immediate lise 
there is always the added advantage that you have brought into 
action Avhatever talent* you may have for expression. Why should 
undergraduates not take a pride in the work they do in class? It is 
no. ea^se to hold that it is difficult to getnotea from- such and .such

Men 
in some of the faculties are apt to forget this, and those who are 
aware of it seem to disregard it. Given a fair trial, this application 
of a simple, principle is hound to be a benefit. : .-\ •

|io value ("Daa Kapitél,'* p. S). This 
quallficatiott is ampUfled later. "Sup- 
>oae," the argument runs,*' "that ev- 
i-y piece of linen in the market con- 
lins no more labor-time than is so- 
ally necessary. In spite of this, all 
ioso pieces, taken as a whole, may 
had superfluous labor-time 
■pent upon them. It the market can- 
not 'stomach the whole quantity at 
the normal price uC two shillings a 
yard, this proves that too great a 
proportion of tho total labor of t'le 
community has been expended -in the 
form of weavlns. All the linen in tho 
market counts but as one article of 
commerce, ot which each piece is only 
part And as a matter' of fact, the 
lue also of each single yard is hut 
materialized form of the same do- 
ite and socially fixed quantity nf 
'om'geneous human labour." ("Das 
Kapltal," p. 50.) 
Thu« It is ©vldeiu iiiat the factor of 
tlUty In determinins value is admli- 
Ited only grudgingly, for while It Is 
granted that labor directed to the 
production ot a useless article will 
;Ot create value, the "attempt i,s made 
0 maintain a formal consistency with 
:ho doctrine of the sali> ctCicacy ot l.i- 
lor in determining value. To me it 
jeema thai we must stretch tlio term 
labor to include concepHons which at 
'Irst sight are forelKn to it, but nev- 
irtheless necoasary. llarx admltN'd 
itlllty as a factor only as a quallfy- 
ng force; we, I lake it, grant this as 
,n indispensable factor. 
The theory of surplus value stands 
ir falls with the labor theory of value. 
'If we compare the two processes of 
iroduclng value, arid of creating sur- 
jlus value," Marx .maintains "we see 
hat the latter Is nothing but the con- 
Intiatlon of the former beyond a ccr- 
;aln point." ("Das Kapltal," p. 110.) 

You sec at once tliat this theory Is 
_,ii.scd on the assumption that the la- 
bor factor in production has the pow- 
ir, and the sole power, to create value, 
hen the value ia created a certain 
of it goes out hi tlic form ot 
. Tliis wage does not by any 
Jkns measure the value ot tlio la- 
borers' services. What, then, becomes 
the "surplus value," the value over 
and above wages? The capitalist ap- 
propriates it. Indeed, the great aim 
kit the capitalist Is to make this sur- 
plus value as big as possible," for he 
leasures his success by surplus val- 
>8— profits. 

Marx claims that this surplus value 
s-'ppropriated by the exploiting class 
is only a species of robbery; it is 111- 
otten gain, withholding from the 
orkman that which by right of toll 
Ts his and his alone. • , ^ 

Tho third stage In the analysis of 
lapltallsm is the law of Capitalist De- 
lelopment. .In the law of > Capitalist 



Pevelopment, Majx sums up the ten- 
d. ncies which domlnaU the existing 
crder, and seeks to demonstrate the 
Imminent necessity at once of the 
breakdown ot capitalism and of the 
coming of Socialtsm. 

He began by emphasising the pro- 
gressively increasing scale oi capital- 
ist production. The surplus va.iue 
which the vampire capital has sucked 
from labor rests at the capitaUsts 
disposal. (P. 134.) Marx then con- 
siders tho effect of- this automatic 
;;rowth of capital on the lot of the 
working class. He asks how it came 
about that society was so organized 
iia to permit this wholesale 'Wrong 
upon the largest and most defenseless 
of its classes. It is in answer to this 
question that Marx makes this most 
notable conlribuilon to Socialist 
theory. With preat skill, and display- 
.ng a comprehensive knowledge of eco- 
nomic history, especially ot English 
history, he traces the development ot 
modern industrial society. lie follows 
the evolution of capital from the 
days of m^laeval paternalism through 
the period of Inventions when the in- 
dustrial revolution changed the con- 
ditions ot all classes and gave a sud- 
den and princely power to capital, es- 
(ablishlns the reign of "capitaUstlc 
production.", 

Always It was the maij with capi- 
tal who could take advantage ot ev- 
ery new commercial and Industrial 
opportunity, und the ,man wltliout 
capital who wa.s forced to succumb 
li> the stress of new and cruel clr- 
cnm.siancca. In every stage ot de- 
velopment it has been the constant 
.1 m ot tho cnpltallst to Increase his 
profits and ot the worUlugman to 
Ice his Ktatidard of living. 
Marx then derlurea that, in order 
to have a capitalist society, two 
classes are necessary: a capitalist and 
a non-capltallat class, a class that 
domlnalejt and one that succumbs. 
There have, always been these two 
elaïses. Originally labor ^vas slave. 
thT!n it was serf, and now It is free. 
But free la6or to-day differs frow 
aerf labor, and slave labor only in 
that it has a legal right to contract. 
The economic results are tho same 
as they always yave been: the capi- 
talist still appropriates the surplus 
value. 

The method ot production, liowevMN 
1.-. very different in our capitalistic 
era fmm the earlier eras. The Indus- 
trial system herds the workmen into 
'actorle.i. I'roperly and labor is no 
longer individuallatlc; it Is social. It 
\s corporated. Marx calls It" "social 
production and capltallslio appropria- 
tion." Hero is the eternal antagonism 
between tlic classes, the large class of 
laborers, and the small class of "ap- 
proprlators" of their common toil. 

The.se factories spring up wllly- 
nlUy wherever there is a capitalist 
who desires to enter business, and 
these capitalists are ruled by self in- 
terest, which résulta in over-produc- 
tion and panic, and a still further 
concentration^. of capital. Thus fac- 
tories grow iwger,,.^ and larger, the

Such is the Marxian analysis of tha 
capitalist system. And here Is the 



alleged solution. In this t'lrmoil of 
social production, capllalistlo appro- 
priation and anarchic distribution, 
tliere is discernible a reshaping of 
social potencies. The proletarian re- 
alizes the power of the state, and aeeal 
how he may possess himself of that 
power, and thereby gain control of the | 
economic forces and reshapo them to 
fit the needs of a better society. Tula 
will mean the appropriation of the 
means of production and distribution 
by society. Private capital will 
.vanish, surplus values will belong to 
the people who create them; the peo- 
ple will be master and servant, capi- 
talist and laborer. This is the Social- 
istic stage of hbclety. U will bo the 
result of the natural evolution of hu- 
man Industry. Us immediate coming 
will be the result of a- social- revolu- 
tion. This revolution is, claims 
Marx, in the very nature of things. 
Man cannot prompt It, he cannot pre- 
vent it. Ho may only study the 
trend of things and alleviate the birthr 
pangs at the, time 'Of the rebirth of 
oir.n into a belter day. 

Mr. R. 3. Clarke, who followed, 
pointed out that in England, where 
t'.ure h.'vd been legislation of a dla- 
tinctly soclallirtic type passed. It was 
due to the infusion of Marx's ideas 
into the common sense of the day. 
This was shown by the examples of 
Trades Unionism and Social Service 
among the workers of the country 

Dr. Fryer and Mr. Tartak added 
very matedally to the discussion, 
which never lacked in Intensity. Af- 
ter refreshments had been served, the 
meeting adjourned.
